: With today’s modern highways, meandering 

through the countryside as the result of replac- 

ing ‘sharp corners by sweeping curves to facili- 
tate the’ safe flow. of tr at high speeds, some 
proposal like this was inevitable. 
Many of these new highways have divided 
long-established farms into two portions, while 
the tenflency towards larger farms, made possible 
by the use-of labor-saving machinery, has re- 
sulted in many farmers owning land on both 
sides of older highways. Thus cattle-crossings 
have increased in number, or so if often appears 
to the motorist, af the same time as faster travel 
has made such crossings a greater hazard. 
Here in Ontario, though, any proposal for 
the. construction of under-passes: at government 
expense is unlikely to find much favor with the 
already heavily-burdened taxpayers. A little 
care and caution is a much less expensive sub- 
stitute. : 
This care and caution, though, needs to be 
exercised ‘by farmers as well as by motorists. 
‘Last weekend we saw: a prime example of 
- carelessness by some farmer which might easily 
—have had serious consequences—which, perhaps, 
did cause an accident for all we know. 
On one of ‘the province's better-built and 
more heavily travelled highways, No. 7, west of 
Peterborough, a car passed us at a fairly high 
rate of speed, only to loom up again, a couple 
of curves later, almost stationary in the centre 
of the road. 
The thoughtful driver was m: r caution-

we had pulled up behind his creeping car that 
the reason for the delay became evident—a big, 
fat>porker which finally scurried out from in 
front of his car and wandered off into the 
ditch.

Some forty good men and true, members of the 
Ontario Provincial Police, have been drafted for 
special traffic duty for the days of the Harmsworth 
Regatta.

But we 
are apt to overlook the vast amount of waste, 
of manpower, productive capacity and goods), 
present in our. western economies and the de- 
votion of a large-proportion of our energies: to 


enterprises while perhaps not wasteful, . 
Tay be so r by the Russians. Thus, 
by concentrating on certain fields, the Russian 


economy may be able to achieve what today ap- 
pears impossible. By refraining from produc- 
ing so many of accessories to our modern way 
of living, the Russians may be able to produce 
prodigious amounts of other and more useful 
. types of consumer goods, such as washing ma- 
chines and radios, beds and boots, refrigerators 
and phonographs. The result, while it may 
not duplicate our own standard of living, could 
revolutionize the life of the Russian people. 

+ One reaction to the new program which is 


difficult to understand is the belief, amongst - 


some comm tors in Western countries, that 
the program enhances the outlook of peace. 
It is argued, with obvious accuracy, that such 
an ambitious list of objectives could only be 
achieved if there is no major war. This 
proves, so goes the argument, that Khrushchev 
and other Russian leaders want'peace. That, 
‘though, ought really to be no surprise. It has 
Jong been evident to any thinking man that 
‘the chances of civilization as we know it sur- 
viving any major nuclear war are. virtually nil. 
{It follows that no thinking man wants war. 
Only those who believe that the Russian lead- 
‘ers are so stupid, or so diabolic, as to desire a 
nuclear. war can find any comfort in the 
‘presentation of an economic program which 
depends for its achievement on the preservation 
‘of peace—and one would have thought that any 
{who regard the Russian leaders in this Ught 
would -have immediately sensed that, for a na- 
tion determined on war, publication of peace- 
‘ful plans would be a useful camouflage.

‘nothing whatever to enhance the hopes for 
peace, because the danger of war does not con- 
| sist of a deliberate. program» to invoke it, but in 
the possibility that one side or the other may 
wrongly assess its rival’s estimate of, and 
reaction to, some program intended merely to 
"| heighten or maintain pressure in the Cold War.

Even those who 
today would shy away from any suggestion 
might well be converted if it is shown, by events, 
‘that six or more independent nations can weld 
themselves into a single economic unit. The 
specess of the Common Market would almost 
certainly result in steps for political union, for 
the formation of a United States of Western 
Europe. 

Flexible in thd extreme though the Com- 
monwealth may be, it is difficult to suggest how 
Britain ‘could remain a member in the event 
that she -was merely a member state of the 
United States of Europe, and there is little or 
no real prospect that such a United States of 


Europe, in toto, could be absorbed into the © 


Commonwealth without radically changing, be- 
--yond all recognition, the nature of that grouping 
of nations: ay : 
If the majority of the British people believed 
that their entry into the Common Market would 
be the death knell of the Commonwealth, there 
is little doubt but that they would reject the 
move. That, ‘though, does not necessarily 
mean. that Common Market membership: for 
Britain is undesirable, in her own interests or in 
the interests of the world at large. Some re- 
grouping of the nations in ‘the next century or 
so would seem inevitable, and this 
may well transform the present Commonwealth 
in any event... The emergence of a United States 
of Europe would be a momentous development. 
It is possible that this may be accompanied by 
similar unions of states in other parts of the 
world, in Africa, Asia and South*America, revo. 
lutionizing the present political oragnization of 
the world. This would appear to be the next 
logical step towards an eventual world govern- 
ment, a Utopian dream which may yet prove to 
be an absolute necessity if mankind is to live 
at peace.

the British Commonwealth. + - 

The Nationalist Goyernment’s récord, though, 
hardly suggests that it has any great respect for 
the parliamentary process. If any new proof 
“of this were needed, surely it is provided by the 
appointment of Johannes Vorster, a war-time 
Nazi sympathizer, as Minister of Justice, of all 
things. 

It would be comforting to be able / predict 
that the Nationalists might taste defeat at the 
polls, owing to the increasing racial tension. 
Actually, increased support from the voters is 
a@ more likely result. The whites are riding the 
tiger and have no desire for a government which 
might require them to dismount, or even to drag 

_ their feet a little. The majority of the white 
population supports apartheid in principle, if 
not in all details. 

-Even if the reverse. were true, Verwoerd 
‘would probably win easily. His strongholds 
are the rural areas, and the seats are so dis- 
tributed to give even greater weight to the rural 

, vote than here in Canada, where rural ridings 
sometimes have as little as a fifth of the voters 
of some of the bigger urban ridings. Add to 
this the fact that the opposition United Party 
also favors some form of racial segregation and 
it is obvious that the South African Negro has 
no hope for betterment of his lot through the 
parliamentary process. His only hope is revolt 
“of some kind, violent or non-violent. | His prim- 
tive background makes it unlikely that he will 

‘display sufficient self-discipline to duplicate the 
civil disobedience tactics of Gandhi's Indians. 
The future looks bloody—and with a Nazi as 
Minister of Justice the treatment of the rebel 
is not likely to be merciful. is

Freezing in Face of Danger 
A Protective Instinct

_ rossibly, some of this trait of 
* when we detect dan- 
ger is the result of instinct, de- 
veloped over thousands of years. 
Animals have the same trait. A 
rabbit or other wild creature 
will move quietly away from 
danger if it is detected soon 
enough. But if an animal is sur- 
prised, or is in a place from 
which it cannot back away, it 
will ‘freeze’ and wait for an 
opportune moment to escape. 
Possibly the first purpose of 
“freezing” is to avoid detection 
— which would be a matter of 
instinct rather than reason in 
the case you cited, a car bear- 
ing down. But the secondary 


purpose might be the logical. 


one of holding still until you 
have had time to decide what 
is best to do. This might be for 
only a split second, but erupt- 
ing into action before you have 
decided what is best isn’t very 
wise. N 

In that connection, remem- 
ber that this “freezing” may 
seem like a long time under 
the stress of fear, yet it can 
actually be a very short time 
in terms of seconds or frac- 
tions of a second. 

Keep this in mind: Jumping 
in one direction or another to 
avoid an oncoming car can be 
dangerous, too. If you don't 
pause long enough to see what 
other cars are coming, you 
can leap out of the path of one 
only to get in the way of an- 
other. 

This is not a rare occurrence, 
for you often find in police re- 
ports of. accidents a reference 
to a pedestrian becoming *‘Con- 
fused in traffic.” 

I suspect one other factor,too. 
Our muscular strength potential- 
ly is always greater than we 
suppose it to be. Under psycho- 
Jogical streesses it is possible 
for people to perform what 
seem to be “‘superhuman”’ feats 
of strength, as in daring res- 
cues. 

By the same token, the psy- 
chological factor ¢an suppress 
muscular activity — make you 
hold ‘stiller’? than you thought 
you could, 

This, I should say, is the psy- 
iological explanation of how: we 
“freeze’’ when danger appears. 
And: by and large, I should say 
it it asgood thing. Instinct mak- 
es us stand stock still until we 
can decide what we should -do 
about the danger, and then, if 
the urgency is great enough, we 
can react physically with much 
more strength and speed than 
we realize,

An expression recurring with 
tiresome frequency in recent 
times is “conversation piece.” 
It has been used of everything 
from the imprints of supposed 
dinosaur tracks to the trans- 
lation into Latin of “Winrtie 
the Pooh.” When an obdject 
cannot be explained on any 
rational grounds it is called a 
conversation plece. 

The phrase isn't a now in- 
vention, as the Oxford English 
Dictionary will show, But when 
Steele used it In the Eighteenth 
Century it had an exact and 
quite limited meaning.

Americans are not only pay- 
ing billions to send missiles in- 
to outer pace, but they are also 
losing millions each year on the 
purchase of unusuable inner 
space. That was the gist of the 
recent testimony in Washington 
before a Senate Antitrust and 
Monopoly subcommittee. De- 
ceptive packaging and labeling 
were bitterly denounced by 
housewives, including Senator 
Mauprine Neuberger of Oregon, 
Mrs, Neuberger she 
have received complaints of 
slack-filled packages, hard-to 
find statements of net contents 
weights, sugge: 
“best buys” by oversize pack- 
aging and misleading termin- 
ology. 

All this will, of course find a 
responsive chord in the hearts 
of all who purchased what ap- 


\ peared to be a king-size pack- 


age of halr tonic, only to find 
that when the cardboard and 
other stuff has been removed 
from the container the bottle 
has shrunk to pigmy size, In 
fairness to manufacturers it 
must be pointed out that many 
packages do print plainly that 
even though a package's con- 
tents may shake down in tran- 
sit, they are priced on the basis 
of weight, not bulk. 

One of the principal causes of 
complaint, and a justifiable one, 
is the lack of uniformity so far 
as weights are concerned, There 
seems to be no rhyme or rea- 
son behind the weight of the 
majority of fold packages. The 
housewife has to decide between 
two brands of crabmeat, for ex- 
ample, one weighing five and 
one third ounces, selling for 69 
cents, and another weighing six 
and one eighth ounces, selling 
at 75 cents, Unless she is a pret- 
ty good mathematician, and pre- 
pared to wrok it out with paper 
and pencil, the decision of the 
housewife as to which Is the’ 
cheaper may be hard to make. 
How do you figure it? . 

A great many industries have 
developed standardization of 
sizes and the development of 
uniform labeling. It should not 
be difficult for the principal 
food manufacturers to get to 
gether on such & program. Those 
who growl about government in- 
terference should have learned 
by now that unless needed things 
are done voluntarily, they .are 
often made 'to be done by fede- 
ral authority. One large chain 
did some years ago embark‘on 
a frank, honest disclosure of 
weights and other pertinent 
material on all canned goods.

That Simple 


, Ottawa Journal 


“Things,” said Dean Rusk, 
the American Secretary of State 
“are never quite as simple as 
that.” : 

The statement will be hearten- 
ing to many of us. In interna- 
tional affairs countries do not 
just fall into line or march this 
way or that. Nor do those 
countries which do not march

their apertness. 

The American (and Canadian) 
desire to see things ‘simply, to 

t down to things, to divide 

e men from the boys, is an 
admirable trait in opening up 
a country. But applied to the 
delicate business of international 
affairs It is too rigid, too in- 
capable of recognized the limit- 
less variations in peoples and 
their circumstances. 

And so-Dean Rusk’s caution 
against over-simplification is in 
its way-one of the most heart- 
ening assertions to come from 
Washington in some time. The 
hope must be that such a sup- 
pleness will be a factor in 
American policy in all matters, 
political or economic or in the 
broader concept of the struggle 
for man’s betterment. : 

Let us quote Dean Rusk in 
full. He was speaking, July 10, 
before the National Press Club, 
in Washington. A questioner put 
this to him: “How uncommitt- 
ed are Ghana and Guinea? Do 
you see any problems In sup- 
port for nations that assume 
the posture of Ghana or Guinea? 

Mr. Rusk replied: 

“Without commenting specifi- 
cally on two particular. countri- 
es, let me Include these in a 
more general remark — that 1 
think we ought to be a little 
careful about categorizing other 
nations’ foreign policies too 
quickly, because things are 
never quite as simple as that 
and there are opportunities in 
relationships which ought to be 
developed.

Careful With That Word! 


_ The news that China has sent some of. the 
wheat it purchased from Canada to Albania 
leads the Toronto Globe and Mail to be 
Albania as “a pawn in the power struggle be- 
tween the two Communist giants (Russia and 
China).” This is an accurate assessment of 
Albania’s position—but it is not accurate to 
call Albania a satellite of China, as the CBC did 
on its national news f 

The use of the word “satellite” to describe a 
nation wholly dependent on another is compara- 
tively new; or more probably it would be more 
accurate to say it was recently. revived. Yet 
it is in accord with the primary meaning of 
the word, given in the dictionary as “a follower; 





particularly a subservient or obsequious follower. iy 


or attendant; a subordinate attendant.” ‘ 
In th@ sense of subordinate /attend- 
ants, it might be argued that all the smailer 
nations definitely allied with ‘the camps of one 
or other of the big powers are satellites, but in 
the sense in which this word is used by us today 
only those nations which follow the dictates of 
the big powers slavishly are considered satellites, 
Albania is no Chinese satellite in this sense. 
That she is linked to China at all is the result 
of her repudiation of satellite status with Rus- 
sia. (She has declined to be a subservient fol- 
lower|pt Khrushchey’s co-existence party line. 
Moreover, thanks to her geographic location ‘on 
the eastern shore of the Adriatic, cut off from 
Russia and her satellites by Greece and “na- 
tlonalist” Communist Yugoslavia, her govern- 
' ment 1 not only able ta choose between Russia 
and China but could, if it desired, pronounce a 
plague on both their houses and seek alliance 
with Tito, or even with the democratic West, 
without -much danger of effective Russian re- 
prisals, ¥ 
Under circumstances like these, {f Albania: 
is a satellite of China, then Canada could be 
called a satellite of the United States. It isn’t, 
in the sense that the word is used in the West 
te describe nations today, but if the CBC is going 
to apply the term with such carelessness can 
we really complain if Mr. Khrushchey and his 
ilk are equally, and similarly, careless when it 
serves their purpose to be?

Left- 
ist labor leaders hailed it as a new-found secret 
weapon. Poor deluded men! One can imagine 
how the Austrian miners would have fared had 





their strike come after Anschluss, when Hitler 


took over Austria. Transplanted to this con- 
tinent, the sitdown strike soon fizzled out 
because U.S. and Canadian workers had not the 
temperament to make it effective. Instead of 
sitting and starving, they expected to be fed 
by supporters outside the plant and re- 
to violence. ; 

-Despite:some claims to the contrary, it is 
doubtfyl ‘whether Gandhi’s methods have ever 
really a significant victory. There are not 
enougti:saints in the world to practise it effec- 
tively—nor enough other saints to surrender 
to this soft intimidation. _ India won its-in- 
dependence, but this was more the result of 
Britain’s far-sighted realization that to keep 
India she must let it go.”

Under a ‘law to come into 
effect August 31, all stop signs 
in Ontario are to bear only 
the word “stop”, Places with a 
large French-speaking popula- 
tion will have to change ex- 
isting signs which also say 
“arret”, ‘or the more formal 
“arretez", Eastview Council 
feels the rights of French- 
speaking Canadians in Ontario 
are violated by the English- 
only rule. 

It Is possible to argue, as 
the Ontario government does, 
that this is not. an English- 
only rule. The great French 
Larousse dictionary grants a 
place in French usage to the 
word “stop” in the imperative 
mood only. But a place in 
French As spoken in France 
does not guarantee a place in 
French as spoken in Canada. 
“Stop” is in the Diction- 
nalre General de la Langue 
Francaise au Canada but fol- 
lowed by “mot anglais” in 
brackets. 

But dictionaries or no, few 
Canadians of either official 
language would recognize 
“stop” as anything but English 
and a seeming slight is no less 

for being unintention- 


And surely any effort to- 
ward having. standard traffic 
signs sbould be directed to- 
ward the whole country rather 
than one. province. Quebec 
could hardly be asked to use 
English only. Quebec’s scrup- 
ulous fairness to its English- 
speaking minority should ra- 
ther be taken as an example 
by the other. nine’ provinces.

.+ Although the logical, and probably neces- 
sary, first step towards actual space travel, 
orbiting the earth is as unlikely to be a part of 
the ultimate process as is crawling’ a normal 
method of locomotion for the adult, under nor- 
mal circumstances. (Of course, it may be that 
eventually orbital flight will be the normal way 
of getting from one place on a planet to a 
distant place on the same planet when one is in 
a real hurry, but this is not really space travel.) 
The U.S., on the other hand, was making the 
first test of what is generally expected to be 
_ the normal procedure for launching a space ship. 
These will not start out from any earth-bound

The following basic information about the 3% Retail Sales Tax, 
effective September Ist, will be of interest to every resident of Ontario. 


Why the Sales Tax was introduced 


Ontario is experiencing the most dynamic growth in its : 


history. 
As a result, the demands on the provincial treasury 
continue to grow at an unprecedented rate. For example, 


during the next five years we must build the equivalent 


of one thousand schools large cnough for 500 pupils 
each. This. means that provincial grants to schools must 
be greatly increased in the years immediately ahead, or 
municipalities will-be faced with crippling mill rates to 
provide basic educational facilities. Hospitals, highways 
and other public works must also be greatly expanded 
to meet the needs of our rapidly increasing population. 
Your Province must increase its revenues by about 
$150 million annually to pay for these vital projects. 


Temes 


After considering every method available to the Prov- 
ince? of raising money, your representatives at Queen's 
Park decided that our. vast financial needs could not be 
met out of present sources of revenue. It was agreed that 
The Retail Sales Tax Act was the fairest and most practi- 
cal way for residents of Ontario to contribute to the cost 
of their schools, hospitals and other essential services. 
Before drawing up the Ontario Retail Sales Tax Act, 
your government closely studied the retail sales taxes 
of seven other Canadjan provinces and many states of 
the U.S.A. The Ontario Retail Sales Tax Act has the 
broadest exemptions of any of these retail sales taxes. 
Only two other provinces havea taxrateas low as Ontario. 


Collection of Tax 


Those who regularly sell goods as a normal part of thejr 
business must apply to be registered as vendors. Those 
who have applied are now receiving their permits. 
They will collect 3% tax on the price of goods sold to 
the ultimate consumer. The tax will be collected only 
once. Thus, a registered wholesaler will purchase goods 
fot resale tax free from the manufacturer. He in turn 
will sell to the retailer on a tax free basis. Thea the re- 
tailer will collect the tax when he sells to the consumer. 


Major Consumer Exemptions 


» Most of the day-to-day necessities of life are free of 
* sales tax. Food, prescribed drugs and medical sup- 


plies, and children’s clothing are all tax exempt. Heating 
fuel, electricity and gasoline are exempt. Newspapers, 
magazines and books are exempt..No tax applies on 


> restaurant meals charged separately at $1.50 or less, 


Each sale of less than 17¢ is exempt. These and many 
other exemptions are discussed in detail on special cards 
that are now being mailed to retailers and other vendors. 


Homes Not Taxable 

Houses and other buildings are real property and are 
not subject to tax under this Act.-The building oon- 
tractor pays tax on materials incorporated into the 
home or other structure but no tax is payable on the 
labour that constitutes a large part of the total price of
